Kralovd, Budejovice, Tlzeii, Brno, etc.) received orders transferring them 
to country garrisons* The reason given ms lack of space for exercises* 

In Prague itself only the Pohorelec barracks remained occupied, the other 
units being transferred. For instance, the 2 rt th Prague Regiment ms trans- 
ferred to the following villages in the area between Karlovy Vaiy and Mari- 
ansk^ T&zn&t Doupov, Touzim, Bedov nad Teplou, Hamernfky, and KynSvart* 
There is one battalion in each of these villages* 

2* At the beginning of August the Medical Service ms transferred from the 
Vrsovice barracks to Kosice* SNB a quads moved into these evacuated bar- 
racks, taking them over with all furnishings* Four emergency squads of 
the STJB are to be moved to Prague* 

3 * Towards the end of August it ms rumored that the so-called Recreation 
Center of the Russian Amy, actually : TO, would be located in Plzeil at 
sons school. This was to be in reprisal for the expression of pro-Aneri- 
can sentiments by the population during the demonstrations of 5-9 May 194* 6 

4* The real cause for the transfer of the armed forces out of large towns is 
very prqbably their unreliability. Officers of higher and lower ranks 
alike are considered unreliable (for instance, seventeen officers and their 
families in Chomutov left the country). To get a better grip on the Army, 
3,000 Communists are to be riaced in key rositions in it.

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6. The strength of the SNB in Prague is 2,000 guards in unifora, 600 agents of 
the criminal police in civilian clothes, 300 agents of the National Security 
(StAtnf RespeSnost). During the February events and the funeral of President 
Bened this strength was increased. The SNB and the Industrial Militia each 
had about 5,000 men. 

7. In Piaek (N50/S69) and the vicinity billets for the armed forces were sought 
at the beginning of September. The transfer into this area was carried out 
with such speed that orders were given to move existing barracks from as far 
away as Moravia instead of erecting wooden barracks on the spot. 

3. Mobilization plans are worked out in Podbo&uay (Fodersam, near 2atec/Saaz) 
in the barracks of the General Staff. 

9. Three kilometers from Most (BrQx) there is a little chateau in the woods 
with a restaurant. In the chateau is the temporary location of the staff 
which is charged with working out the plans for the entry of the Red A ray 
into Czechoslovakia. 

10. After February 4*000 members of the SNB were expelled. Some of these have 
now been reinstated, however. 

11. The building of concrete runways at Kbely airfield has started, to enable 
heavy aircraft to land there. 

12. The Guard of Hraddany Castle has been replaced fcy SNB commanded by Major 
Ilofftaan. 

13. There is a Russian, a member of the HTO, who has an office in Prague, on 
Masaiykovo rnbrezi, next to the Bellevue Coffee House. This liaison offi- 
cer issues orders to the Central Committee of the KSC, the respective regi- 
onal headquarters of the State Police, and the various agents of the MTD who 
have civilian appointments in all the larger towns. 
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
